Clilcpfio, Oct. 30.—A silent little 


band of men and women, with lint 
military caps and puke bonnets, and 
white silk bands on their slt";ves. 
gathered last night at the Polk street 
depot shortly before the arrival of the 
S:47 Santa Ko train from Kansas City. 


They were there to do honor to 


their late consul, Mrs. Emma Booth- 
Tucker, who died at 11:30 o'clock 
Wednesday night at Mcrcelllne. Mo., 
a victim of the Santa Fe railway ca- 
tastrophe at Dean I .a lie, In which Col. 
T. C. Holland, head of the Amity col- 
ony at Amity, Colo., wan fatally In- 
jured. 


When the train stopped at tho plat- 


form a party of Salvation army offi- 
cers, led by Col. Cnarlcb Sowton, hur- 
ried through the gat«;s, and, with un- 
covered heads, removed 
the 
collln 


from the baggage car to a hearxc la 
waiting at the rear of., the station. 


Quietly and simply, 
while * tears 


filled the eyes of the lookers-on, the 
body was taken to an undertaking es- 
tablishment, preparatory to Ha re- 
moval to Princess rink, where it will 
Ho in state until 7 o'clock this even- 
ing. 


Commander Views Body. 


Shortly after 10 o'clock Comtnnnder 


Both-Tucker. accompanied 
by Cot. 


Sowton and Brig. Damon, drove up In 
a closed carriage and entered the un- 
dertaking establishment. The long 
hours of waiting had given the com 
mandcr time' to gather strength to 
view the body of the woman he. loved 


. without breaking down. But Ma hag- 


gard face told a story plainer _than 
words of a man who was bearing up 
by tho sheer force of an iron will. 


Slowly the commander walked to 


the open casket and gazed upon the 
features of his wife. The wounds re- 
ceived In the accident had been skill- 
fully concealed, and the consul looked 
as If asleep. The niuscles( of the com- 
mander's face were seen .to twitch tin- 
der the glare of tho electric light; and 
he sank .upon his kncoH In silent pray- 
er. 


By the side of the casket with him 


knelt Ills compiinlons. For flvo • min- 
utes he prayed. Then he arose, and 
looking once more upon tho face with- 
in the casket, moved slowly out into 
the street and was assisted into his 
carriage.

SAN JUAN GOLD OUTPUT 


SHOWS HEAVY INCREASE 


Last Year's Production Is 40 Per Cent 


Larger Than In 1902, With 


Plenty In Sight. 


Durango, Col., Oct. 30.—Tho gold 


output of the San Juan country, from 
all present Indications, will bo suffi- 
ciently heavy during 1BOJ to attract 
attention even from Klondike veter- 
ans. 
San Junn gold is not handled 


like that of California, Australia Af- 
rica or Alaska. No marvelous finds 
of pockets or hu?n nuggets are re- 
ported, nor any huge veins where tho 
yellow metal is to 1m shoveled up like 
clay, as was always the case—accord- 
ing to the preliminary tales—In tha 
lands where the bis gold stampedes 
occurred. 


The "gold of the San Juan country 


is to be gained by tunnel-mining or by 
steady work at the river placers. It Is 
found In ore of medium quality, with 
few startling deposits at any one spot, 
but It is there, it Is apparontly Inex- 
haustlve 
in 
quantity and Is being 


steadily brought to light by an army 
of minors which Is constantly increas- 
ing. An increase in total output of 
over -10 per cent over the 1002 re- 
ports is figured on for 1D03 and n pro- 
portionate increase for next year.
